University 
feels the heat 
from rising 
energy costs

The University of Nebraska is 
estimating a $6.45 million energy budget 
deficit due to record-high energy prices 
this winter. 

“What we've done is filed for a utility 
deficit with the Nebraska Legislature,” 
said David Lechner, University of 
Nebraska vice president for business and 
finance. 

While the budget is set for the NU 
system, this budget deficit directly 
impacts the UNO campus, potentially 
affecting university spending and future 
tuition rates. 

“Our estimates—based upon an 
average winter—indicate that we would 
need a 25 percent increase in our utilities 
budget. If you apply that same percentage 
to UNO, a 25 percent increase equates to 
$830,000,” said Julie Totten, assistant vice 
chancellor for business and finance at 
UNO. | 

For an impression of how serious this 
deficit is, consider a couple of estimates 
from the NU 2005-2006 general operating 
budget. The university estimated a $7.6 
million increase in funding from the 5 
percent tuition rate approved last June; 
similarly, the total budget for all student 
wages at UNO is $737,893. 

“The primary basis for the request is 
the increases in gas rates and also fuel oil 
rates,” Totten said. 

“It has impacted us. We’re trying to 
do what we can to conserve,” Lechner 
said. 

Energy conservation is a priority for 
UNO. The campus uses a combination of 
simple practices,efficiency and technology 
to reduce our energy demands, according 
to Larry Morgan, assistant director of 
facility maintenance and utility services. 

“UNO has always conserved energy 
to the best of our ability,” Morgan said.

Grant to fund — 
open dialogue 
on campus

UNO recently received a $100,000 
grant to help change the way students 
discuss sensitive subjects, like abortion, 
stem cell research or religious beliefs. 

UNO was one of 27 higher 
education institutions to receive the 
grant from the Ford Foundation in 
a national competition called the 
‘Difficult Dialogues Initiative.’ 

Hollis Glaser, Shereen Bingham and 
Nora Bacon wrote the grant proposal 
and will head the two-year project at 
UNO, titled “Breaking Silence: Difficult 
Dialogues.” 

“(The program] was designed to 
promote open constructive dialogue 
about sensitive issues; specifically race, 
religion and sexuality,” said Shereen 
Bingham, a professor in the school of 
communication. : 

With the new program, Glaser, 
Bingham and Bacon hope to change 

the way students view dialogue. 
“The goal of dialogue is_ to 


| understand each other, not to persuade 


the other person that you are right and 
they are wrong,” Bingham said. “I am 
very pro-dialogue.” 

Initially Glaser and Bacon wrote a 
three-page proposal that was sent with 
675 proposals from other institutions 
to the Ford Foundation. From the 675 
proposals, 130 schools were chosen 
to write a 20-page proposal, which all 
three professors worked on. | 

“It was very helpful to have 
an English professor on our team,” 
Bingham said. “Dr. Bacon is a very 
good writer.” | 

The program will begin in May 
2006. Stephen Littlejohn, a published 
dialogue theorist, and his associate, 
Leslie Fagre, will come to UNO to 
lead an “intensive week-long 
dialogue workshop,” Bingham said. 
Thirty faculty and staff members,

Second half of “Battlestar Galactica” kicks off

“Battlestar Galactica” is one 
of the most groundbreaking 
shows in recent television 


history. 
While the word 
“groundbreaking” isanoverused 


cliché in television, “Battlestar 
Galactica” truly delivers. Time 
magazine recently listed it as the 
best show of the year. 

Breaking from the traditional 
rules of television, the show airs 
year-round with an intermittent 
break in the middle of the 
season (or every 10 episodes). 
Season 2.5 premiered last Friday 
and includes the remaining 10 
episodes of the second season. 

Sci-fi shows are often 
typecast; plots are predictable at 
best, and gut-wrenching at worst. 
It would be hard to classify this 
show as a purely science-fiction — 
program. While the setting does 
take place aboard a spaceship 

named Galactica, it barely 
scratches the surface of what this 
show entails.

Another aspect of the 
show that is genuinely 
refreshing and sometimes 
disturbing is major 
characters are killed 
or easily hurt.

In the very 
first episode, we find that 
the president has terminal 
breast cancer and as the 
series progresses we see 
her health deteriorate: to 
an inevitable conclusion. 
This and many other 
similar events give this 
show a sense of genuine 
humanity lacking even 
in some of The Lifetime 
Network's programming.

human-created machines called 
Cylons who rebelled against the humans 
and destroyed the 12 planetary colonies 
they lived on. 
Asmall number of humans managed 
to escape, and to avoid certain death they 
are trying to outrun Cylons by seeking a 
mythical planet Earth that is referred to in 
their sacred texts as a promised land. 
To make matters more complex, 
humans are polytheistic and Cylons are 


monotheistic. Cylons believe that humans 

must pay for their sins to the one and only 
God, so the show’s underlying theme is 
of religion and God. In addition, the show 
asks viewers what it means to be human 
and it explores the limits of human cruelty 
and injustice upon others.. 

Each episode is filled with love, sex, 
jealousy, action and drama. It is simply one 
rollercoaster of a ride. While it may sound 
complicated, the show is actually accessible
